can get plenty of men whose idea of 
enforcem ent is to go out and find 
bere and there a man 
who 
sells 
liquor. 
But w hat we are aim ing at 
is to stop up the sources of supply. 
“ Of course, we can do some good 
by padlocking places, but that Is not 
the main thing. 
The main thing is 
to stop up the big m ain diversion of 
alcohol leaks and to get a system of 
controlling the m edicinal whisky in 
the country. 
“ Incidentally I m ight 
tell 
you 
th a t the padlocking scheme is get­ 
ting to bt* very effective and we ex­ 
pert th at before long the real estate 
men th roughout the country will be 
our helpers for they will soon see 
th a t It is too risky to let their prop­ 
erty to sellers of liquor since pad­ 
locking a place will mean loss of 
revenue to the ow ners of the prop­ 
erty. 
Asked if he th o u g h t by stopping 
the present diversion of alcohol 
he 
could actually check the main supply 
of the present day Scotch and kind­ 
red drinks, the general replied: 
“ Yes, if I can devise a system for 
controlling the 
medicinal 
whisky 
supply,” he replied. 
“ The q u an ti­ 
ties smuggled into America are rela­ 
tively sm all,” 
He paused to point to a fat dos­ 
sier on ills desk and observe smil­ 
ingly: 
“ You would probably give a thou­ 
sand dollars to know w hat's in that. 
T h a t’s the medicinal whisky plan.” 
If Andrews is th in k in g of quitting,

They make the claim that only interested people 
have taken the trouble to (ill out the coupons and to vote in the 
newspaper polls. 
The wets were largely instrumental in insti­ 
tuting the polls and they claim that body of voters was largely 
represented in the voting. 
Straw votes, according to the proverb, are supposed to indi­ 
cate the direction of the wnd. 
But in times of political stress 
where there is much campaigning, there are also many cross cur­ 
rents of air and accordingly a chart of the atmosphere would in­ 
dicate a choppy sea. 
The only straw vote poll we know of that was taken con­ 
scientiously and that was entirely accurate as to results was one 
the writer took at the instance of a large advertising agency of 
St. Paul which covered the nation with a pre-election probe on 
the presidency.

No record was kept of the individual voter. 
The result gained in votes east or not cast was tabulated and gave 
a fairly accurate indication of the final presidential vote cast at 
Brainerd.

Pov erty lu rk s just a ro u n d the c o r n e r fr om p rosperity: discase and d e a t h 1 
a re held at bay by d efen ders only slightly st ro n g e r than the enemies of 
he alth ; trouble follows closely upon the heels of tr iu m p h a n t victories. 
He who expects life to he one u n in t e rru p t e d succession of victories and 
r e w a rd s is apt to he cynical when he dis cov ers th a t life h as th o r n -c ro w n s as 
well as palm branches.
